Abingdon 
is a town of great antiquity, being a plat— of considerable 
importance in the time of the Saxon Heptarchy. An 
abbey was founded here in the 12th centuiy, of which a 
gateway beside St. Nicholas’ Church is the only remnant. 
One of the old houses in the town, near St. Helen’s, has 
a 11th century chimney, which is still in good repair. 
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
